Driving Away Population. 

In proposing tlao toast of the Lofris- 
lativc Assembly, at the St. Andrew's 
Dinner, on Friday evening, i^Iv. 
Eobort Wallace, ox-M. P. for Vancou- 
ver District, took occasion to refer to 
the loading article -which appeared in" 
this journal on that day, depicting an 
imaginary scene in the Land Office. 
Mr. Wallace endorsed the article as a 
• - ' true jjicture, notin the least overdrawn ; 
and he •went on to mention instances 
in which he had been instruinontiil in 
bringing A'aluablo settlers from Old 
Canada, but only to bo repulsed in the 

( manner alluded to in the article. What- 
w'ever difference of opinion tnay exist as 
.;'V,«to the fitness of the occasion chosen by 
^. '-'- Mr. Wallace, there can be no question 
■whatever about the truthfulness of his 
remarks. It may possibly have been 
though^ by , some that a desire to pro- 
,.j,.Benj;Jlie ^gvenunentin. an unfavora- 
ble light before the ooimtry had led us 

'/ to idr'aw somewhat upon our imagma- 

' tion'anci mak^ niatters appear worse 
than they really were. Such, however, 
was not the case. However much we 

' inay disapprove of the present set of 
Ministers, as Ministers, wo trust that 
a regard for truth and justice and a 
; sense of what is; due to our profession 
will eye^ jrestrain us within the bounds 
of afsured . fact in criticizing any de- 
parta^BiSj dr'bfanch of the public ser- 
vice. . It wbtild, indeed, be a fortunate 
circuhistance for the country if Mr. 
Wallace were the only man who could, 
from a personal knowledge of events, 
endorse what wo have said respecting 
the administration of what must be re- 
garded as at once the most expensive 
and the most useless department of 
the Government. There is scarcely 
a day that we do not come in contact 
"with those who bear a similar testi- 
mony. Nor should it bo supposed that 
the Lands and Works Department is 
singular in so far as misadministration 
is concerned. UnhajDpily there is no 
reason whatever to hope that the other 
departments are one whit better ad- 
ministered; and if they seem to have 
escai^ed criticism, that circumstance 
must bo attributed to the difference in 

. . the nature and duties of the dei^irt- 
ments, as affording the journalist data 
jfor observation. Neither would we be 
' undefstood as holding the gentleman 
^-"'^at tlie head of t^e Lands and Works 
Department personally responsible 
for the highly objectionable and emi- 
nently • mischievous policy pursued 

* therein. Indeed, if one might ho per- 
f^.'j'aciitted to judge from the views express- 
■'ed by that gentleman in former years, 

^ it might well be supposed that, if loft 
to himself, a more liberal spirit would 

' pervade the department. But it is the 
veriest] nonsense to assert, as some 
do, that it is unfair to hold the present 
iliuistrj-, as a whole, responsiblQ for 
the manner in which that departinnnt, 
in connnon with others, is mannf^cd. 

. What is the meaning of the words 
"Ro.sjiionsible Grovernment," if the 
Ministry are not to bo held responsible 
for the administration of every dc]>a)-t- 
ment ? Tiio manner of rondiicliuLf 
that department more immediately 
under consideration had formed th c 
subject of very general complaint for 
long years prior to the inaugural inn of 
Eosponsiblo (ioverninent; and tho 
■people were justified in expecling that 
cue of tho very first acts of the now 
Government would have been a com- 
plete reconstruction with a view to 
adapting the working of the department 
to the wants, and reducing its expense 
to the exigencies, of] the country. But 
the'factof a wholeyear being allowed 
to pass without any perceptible iin- 
piovemdnt either in respect of efficiency 
or economy renders it quite out of the 

; question for the Governmhnt to expect 
J,, to escape responsibility and public een- 
Bure. Nay, not only have the peojjlo 
an undoubted right to blame the Gov- 
ernment for permitting the old condi- 
tion of tilings to continue and oven 
grf)w worse in their Imnds, but they 
would be cpiite justified in assuming 
that the Mmistry have aauctioned and 
adopted ^s a part of their policy the 
Bystem still carried out. in that dcjiarl- 
ment. It is simply impossible under 
our present form of adininisi ration io 
shield the Ministry from blame; and 
those who atteinjit to do so oiilyexiioso 
their own ignorance of responsible in- 
stitutions. It is with regret that wo 
have so frequently to revert to this sub- 
ject; but when one sees tho ruinous 
results of a suicidal system staring (jno 
in tho face couctantly it is impossible to 
remaiix silent. 



prepare the public mind for fre^h taxation. 
Dealing with the necesBify- for revenue 
and tho potency of a full exchequer, it 
prpcoods to remark: 

"But with our syatom of paid rep.iosont- 
ativoM, it has a mnro direct iiilliif'iii;o and 
parlukos of tho relation of omployor nud 
ernployed, li(!nco, uionibors would liovery 
rohictiuit to Kiieiul their tiino in delibera- 
tions for which they were not likoly to 
recoivo tho undorstood rocoin})onso." 

'Iho aljovo cannot tin r(^p;ftrdcd in any 
other light than tliat of n wanton insult 
offorod to tho pociplos' ropresentatives. 
In the first j)laco tlio "syatein of ])aid ro- 
lircsoiitativos" Ims no esistonce in tliis 
Province, save, porhaps, in tho empty ca- 
verns of our uontomporary's cranium. 
In tho second place, mombor.s wore not 
"reluctant to spend tlieir time in dolibar- 
iitions" (Inrini^ tho six days in April last, 
when they knew perfectly well that thoy 
could oxiiect no "rocomponso" save that 
wliicli comes from a consciousness of 
having tUiiio oiie'.'i duty. Tlio reader will 
understnud that tho indemnity to mem- 
bers is restricted to fifty days, and that 
tho last session extended six dajs over tho 
fifty. Altliough tho season vras far ad- 
vanced and niombors from a distance re- 
mainod liero at no little jjorsonal loss and 
inconvenienco, yet every member remain- 
ed at his ])ost to tho last; and no one can 
truly say that tho peoples' representatives 
wore any less iiaiiislakiiig durin;j; tho sii 
days than during tho fifty. Tho remarks 
of our contomporary are, therefore, most 
uncalled-for and unjust to members.

A few d.ays ago wo noticed tho return 
of Mr. Angus McCullooh,- after a seven 
yoar.'j' iriiippocting tour in tho country 
drained into Hudson's Bay and the Arc- 
tic soas. It was mentioned tliat thhs vet- 
eran explorer liad not been altogether 
nnsnccessfnl in finding gold. He found 
him-self unahlo, however, cither to work 
paying diggings found, or to carry his ex- 
idoratious into territory believed to l)o 
still richer, owing to tho abseneo of sup- 
plies. Mr. MeCuUoeh ])roi)oses return- 
ing in tho oourse' of a fortnight or HO for 
tho purpcso of prosecuting still fnrtlior 
his researehoB on tho DeUore and Prancis 
Lake Kivors; but in order that this ob- 
jeet may lie carried into otroot an outfit of 
several hundred dollars will bo nocossarj', 
and Mr. MoCuUoch has concinved the 
id»a that in view of tho general Iicnotits 
certain to accrue to British Columbia from 
tho opening of a golil fi<'ld iu that coun- 
try, it would bo nothing moro than I'ight 
that the Provincial Uovornment .should 
undertake tho e.\.pcn3o of the outfit.

Editor CoLONisr.— If it be admitted 
tliafe^the zemunemtio^ pei'Adiem .allow- 
ed tlie members of the House last 

ficssion is not sufllcient to induce men 
littoil to 1>(> intribstod witli tho grave 
rcs])oiisil>ilily of luana.q'ing tlio iilTaii's 
of .llritisli C'oliuabiii to do wo, tlio next 
point to consider will bo, how much 
ought they to receive ? On this point 
I .am inclined to agree with your con- 
tenijiorary, that tho motion jiassod 
last session by tho inoinbors 
aslccd for more tlian tho Government 
would be justiliod in giving. The 
l)a.yi,s proi)<)Kod by the member for Na- 
naimo — eight dollars per diem to mem- 
bers compelled to leave liomc to attend 
tl.!0 scflKiou, and five for tho.so rocident 
iu N'ictoria — soeins to bi.i a fairer Bot- 
tlcnioiit of tho diirK'ull.y. If wo may 
take tho experieiieo of others as a guido, 
wo need only to look across tho lino and 
find tho example of Washington Territorj- 
before us. Whatever else people may 
charge against the Americans, no one over 
dreaius of accusing them of jiaj'ing their 
public luon too much. Indeed, tho re- 
verse is the iiiiifin'm ery of all English- 
in.'n;tlial they are paid too littlo, lionco 
they aro driven to lunko up doficioncirs by 
di.shonorahlc means. If, then, wo follow 
their example, in a country in" many re- 
spects similar, and our near neighbor, wo 
surely cannot greatly err on the sido of 
extra vaganco. 1 believe there tho allow- 
ance is eight dullars ])er di(^;u, ami the rc- 
iiHin^niHoii seems r.atisfaotory to all 
pai tie.i. Tlio luiiount doe.i not seem to l)o 
re;;ariled as li;ii high liy the people of tho 
Territory; while they ajjpear to be able to 
secure tho ,serviies of men having tho 
eoiiliileneo of tho country. 

Till* other (piestion of an allowaneo of 
twenty-tive ei-nt.s jier mile travelling ex- 
penses and n pi'i' dieiu allowance addi- 
tional isaiiiiVernnt matter, and does not 
ap]iear so reasonable. Aside from tho fare 
paid for bis passage on stage and steam- 
lioiils, a member's expenses while travol- 
lini'' ought not to be much more than they 
ai-e while livingin Victoria, eonsequently, 
t!ie jun- iliom allowance ought not to be 
higher while travelling than is paid them 
while attending the Session, with, of 
course, tho fr.vi.' r.;h!rd. Ajiplying this 
rule, th-ju, let ur, t..ke Canlioo — one of 
the mo.'!t ilistaut constituencies — as an ox- 
.luiplo. The amount allowed for expenses 
at the rat« of twenty -11 vo cents per mile, 
will be in the neighborhood of one hund- 
red and forly-fivo dollars. Not having 
any data at hand as to tho amount of the 
fare from Cariboo to Victoria, of course 
I am not in a position to say what rtunains 
over; but that amount sundj ought to be 
sufllcient to pay their fare and still leave 
a margin to allow them eight dollars per 
day while travelling. If this be the case, 
to niiike an additional allowance of ci.glit 
ilolhir.-i wiinM be eipiivaleut to giving 
thoui si:,li-eii do] l.-iv,-; jier day while travel- 
ling, jm amount fint of all reason, even 
for a member of I'arlianient, Supposing, 
then, tliat t he t wmty-livi; cents per mile 
is sutlieient to in(l.,'iiini t'y members while 
lravelli:i;4', '■il-'' only point for cou.■^idora- 
tion v.'ill be the amount roipiircd to meet 
the athiil ional allowance made to those 
meiiib.T.^ I'i-.litle.l lo receive it. As, I be- 
liovi". till r.'' are ten nienib(>rs of the House 
i-rsi.h-nl in and alioul N'ietoria, there re- 
main liftoou wIkj would bo entitled to the 
increase of three dollars per ilay. Thi."<, 
for a session of lifty days, will amount to 
two thoii'^raid, two hundred mul fifty dol- 
lars. 

This uiuount aiipcars such a t.iiflo, in 
comparison with tho advantages which 
may be exjicotcd to follow by granting it, 
that it seems inconceivable how any man 
of coiiuuon sense, having the good of the 
eouutry at heart, can oppose it.

passe.; lu v I'oniprelieiisiim, Tho Pditor of 
the Slaoihu-d 'in.L;ht to know that an a rule 
tho men lies', iinalilied to bo cntruRted 
with tho alVairs of tho eouutry, and most 
likidy to gain and 'carry the oonfidanca of 
the country with thorn, are the least likely 
to pu.sh 1 lieniselves forward. If in addi- 
tion to t h i.i t he eouutry i-* going to comp? 1 
them to lie^'.r ]-i,'iii of the ])ublie fx]ien?e 
out of their own poekiMs; wo can hardly 
wonder if they ii.ui.-'e and consider if it 
is worth wdiile to give their «ervicos and 
substance to build up a country whioh 
values them so lightly.

Voun(( Dickons wUluot Permit His Father'* 
Ulutf rnph«r[ta Blnr tbo Name pf^Ia i^c^t^er.

A story- rekcMs lis 'from 'loudon 
■which -will be' read' vn til eagemoss by 
all wlio aro intcrostod- — as who is not? 
— in tho life of tho Into CliarlcsIDickens. 
Under ordinary circumstances it would 
be rightly deemed boyond the ken of a 
public journal; but Mr. Dickens' own 
doliborato choice mado liis separation 
•from his wifo a public topic, and it 
woiihl bo atibctation to kooj) out of 
print go.ssip which, though at present 
that of an inner circle, is sure to be- 
come very Boon the common talk of 
literary society. The rumor is that 
Forstor's "Lifo of Dickons," volunio 
two, wliich tlio world is an.xiously ex- 
pecting, hangs hrc. I'lio biographer 
thinks that ho ought to (-ell tlio litory 
of tho separation of Dickons and his 
wifo, and of courseis disposed to throw 
all tho blame of the separation upon 
^Irs. Diclccii.s. But young Dickons, 
who, il i.q fiaid, al^-ayti .sided with liis 
mother iu tlmt matter, and tliinlcs that 
but scant justice was dono to her by 
his father when tho matter was made 
public, Rays that if amends be not mado 
to lier by ]\Ir.|ii'or.stor,a "plain, uiivarn- 
inliod taio" sliullbo publiHhcdiu All tho 
Year Bound. 

How the matter will end it is im- 
possible to foretel. Perhaps the best 
way would be to leave the tale untold, 
if young Dicl;cns would consent to 
that course. At all ovciita, one can- 
not 1nit adiniro tliis young man's af- 
foetiou for lii.'i niotlier, and his (diival- 
rous doterniination that, at all cost to 
tho reputation of his father, her good 
name s'aall not be blurred. It will be 
remembered that Wal tor Savage Landor 
suddenly scparaiod from his wife aud 
never s.i.w hor again. ]\Ir. Forstor, in 
liifi biography of Landor, hurries over 
the businiis.s swiftly, like a skater over 
dangerous ice, but be manages to 
throw the blame rather upon Mrs. 
Landor tlian upon hi.s hero. But hav- 
ing read tliis biograpliy and got a 
pretty correct notion of his hero — his 
extreme irritability, his lofty notion of 
himself, his craving ambition for'hom.igo 
from everybody — wo can ea.iily imagine 
that the olfonco which his wife, who seoms 
to have boon a very qiiiot, amiable lady, 
committed was very slight. Mr. Forster 
so tolls tho story as to make the world be- 
lieve that certainly Mrs. Landor was most 
to blainis, but it is questionable whether 
Mr. Forster in dealing with contem- 
porary heroes doe,^ not carry his 
worship to the vergo of tlunkyism, 
Aotter leave the story of Dickens and 
his wife untold, if the son would con- 
sent to it. But porhnp.s ho will not; 
perhnps he has long felt the injustice 
to 1 ismother rankling in his breast, and 
is now determined lo liavo tho tnitli 
jniblishcd. If so, thoro will at least be 
one advantage- — tho revelation will 
I)nt a welcome end to the Texatious dis- 
putations and improbable exclusive ex- 
planations wliieli are always forth- 
coming at dinner tables and elsewhere 
when the name of Dickens is mention- 
ed.

This 
will be bringing tho ends of tho 
earth together iu a nianuor that destroys 
all time.

A Great U.AScovery. 

TUaou'H Mc(lio<I(>r (Joiinrudiij; lUuniiiiat- 
iiilfUaii from Watci'. 

Last evening at the Torre Haute 
House Mr. 'Tilden gave an exhibition 
of his gas machine. Quite a number 

of proiiiinont citizens wore present, 
and wore deeply iiitorosted. IVIr.Tilden 
prefaced tho exhibition by a short 
lecture upon tho subject of liglit, say- 
ing that for more than half a century 
scientists had been engaged in an un- 
successful attempt to manufacture gas 
from wator. Many have almost suc- 
coodod, but all have failed. Yet their 
efforts and experiments have stitisfied 
many scientific men that smdi discovery 
was not only possible, but that it was 
hi the immediate future. That ere 
long tho great bodies of water, tlio 
lakes, stroanis and rivuots, would be- 
come unfaihng sources of light, aud at 
such trilliug o.'cpense that its bountiful 
supply would be within the reach of 
all. 

After this discovery, before apjiear- 
ing boforo tho public, he had thought 
best to submit it to the best gas men and 
greatest chemists of tho country, and liad 
received thoir unqualitied approval, as ho 
proved by many testimonials from these 
gentlemon. Ho then iirooecded to exhi- 
bit his ai)]iaratu3. Tho nooassary ingro- 
dionls aro water, sulphuric acid and iron 
filings. 

Tho machine is a simple cask with a 
close fitting cover. In this, upon a tri- 
pod, stands a basin of iron fllings. Into 
this tank is poured the wafer and acid;

It costs at tho very outside not over one 
dollar and fifty cents jier thousand, while 
the machine l':it lighting tho largest 
houses can bo sold for ."iJlD. It is a fixed 
gas, will not blow out, is non-explosive, 
lights instantly, is self-regulating, and 
automatic, ancfwill keep forever without 
waste, is perfectly odorless. Description 
will not do it juBtico, it must be seen to be 
understood and ajipreciated. 

A correspondent of the .Delhi Gazette 
at ]Muniaoii say.: — "There is a perfect 
reign of terror in these parts at present 
on account of the depredations of a 
family of tigers that seem to be slaying 
men and women indiscriminately.* It 
is said that these pests have been em- 
boldened to commit such havoc b}' the 
villagers at tho soasou incketing thoir 
cattle out in tlin open.
